Inventor In Providence Says H 


Has Solved a Difficult 


Problem. 


NEW YOKK, Sept. 20 —Bicycle cham- 


pions who flatter themselves that they 
have got recortfe down to the lowest 
notch will doubtless be interested to 
learn that E. P. Holly, of Providence, 
has inventof a hydraulic bicycle which 
he claims can go at twice the speed, -of 
the present racing machines. 
A local 


expert describee it as follows: 
"The'in- 


vention consists of a small motor three 
inches high. This contains a pint of 
liquid connected by pipes with, a smalt' 
pump. The-jump in turn is connected 
with an eccentric, to which the- pedals of 
the machine are fastened. A gear runi 
by the power generated ia the motor 
tarns upon asecond gear. This arrange* 
ment takes the place at the chain 
sprocket oa the rear wheel of bicycles as 
at present constructed. One- beauty of 
the wools attachment is its lightness. 
It is constructed largely of aluminium 
and weighs only three pounds. 
Water 


can be need in the motor in warm 
weather and a mixture of alcohol and 
glycerine in cold weatier. The hqaid 
makes-a circuit of tB» bicycle, being 
Eorced, by the pump into the motor, and 
thence carried oy a pipe back to the 
pump, which is of the double-action 
variety.*1 


The inventor has applied for a patent 


and also secured a manufacturer, who 
is now constructing a bicycle on, the 
line* laid down. It feclaimed thatvvery 
pressure on the pedals will have twice 
the-effect of chain driving wheels..

Next we find u instead of v, as diurs 


for divers, soeuer for soever, seruice 
for service; and then, at the commence- 
ment of words, we have v instead of u, 
as vse for use, vnto for unto, and vnder 
for under. It may be borne in mind 
that in the familiar letter w, we see 
that v was the original form of the let- 
ter n.

FBANKPOVT, Ky., Sept 23.—Hon. W. 


C. Owens is the nominee of the demo- 
crats for congress in the Ashland dis- 
trict The district committee yester- 
day»formally declared the result of the 
election, placing his plurality at 255. 
When the committee was called to- 
gether at the Capital hotel several 
hundred interested supporters of the 
various candidates were present. The 
most conspicuous of these were Desna 
Breckiaridge and Judge Jere Morton. 
There was considerable uneasiness, but 
these two principals of Lexington's 
aensatioB were the most quiet of the 
entire gathering. 


Chairman MoLeod hadfiardly called 


the oommrttre to order when Maj. P. 
f. Johnston,'of Lexington, a Breckin- 
rldge eommtttf eman, presented a pro- 
test from Gol. Breckinrldge. It was 
more of « farewell fling at humanity in 
general tfcsn otherwise; becajise it 
stated emphatically that Breokinridge 
would D«t>contest> the election. 


It was « lengthy affair, recalled 


diverse alleged acts, and bitterly de- 
nounced .Judge Cantrill for issuing an 
Injunction against the enforcement of 
the "ifa*" ivule in Scott county. He 
•ays Cam trill is his personal enemy, 
and hts act* were a flagrant prostitu- 
tion of judicial authority for political 
effect, anfl they are personal malice. 


'•! also deem it my duty," says he, 


"to avow that I have not a shadow of 
doubt ttattH hare received as against 
William C. 'Owens, of Scott county, a 
majority of the legal democratic votes 
of this district, and that I am legally 
entitled to be declared the nominee of 
the democratic party In this district 
But uader the circumstances I do 
not feel oslled upon to make a formal 
contest -or to oppose the declara- 
tion of 9ils nomination upon 
the 


face of the returns. For while I repu- 
diate the 'Claim that the result shown 
upon the face of the returns ought to 
be accepted, I accept the result of this 
election rather than enter upon a eon- 
test which, in my judgment, would re- 
sult in the election of a republican in 
this district; in permanent estrange- 
ment In many parts of the district and 
in the perpetnation of a strife which

Admiral OmrfeatM-tVmiom of MM Kavat 


tbe Mnrtfcof the Talk. 


WASHINGTON, Sept 28.— the secre- 


tary of the navy has received two 
cablegrams from Admiral Carpenter, 
commanding the Asiatic station, both 
dated Tten-Tsln, September 21. The 
first says: 


"Chinese routed, Ping Yang, 15th. 


Sixteen thousand billed or wounded. 
Viceroy lost feather and jacket under 
edict prior to recent defeat" 


The second one, which is regarded as 


very important as it is tha first official 
dispatch from a naval source, to as fol- 
lows: 
"Naval engagement, Yalu, 17th. Chi- 


nese loss: Chaotoag, Ching Yuen and 
Chlh Ynen sunk; Yang Wei onshore 
partly burned; Chih Yuen vanished 
during fight, probably sunk.

ported Japanese loss, three." 


The cablegrams were unsigned, and 


as Admiral Carpenter is the only officer 
in the east authoriBed to send unsigned 
messages, no doubt is entertained that 
he sent them. Confidence is also ex- 
pressed at the navy department that 
he has fully verified his statements as 
to the Chinese losses, probably by per- 
sonal observation, as his flagship, Mo- 
oooacy, is the emly vessel ef the fleet 
on the Chinese coast, the others being 
in Corean or Japanese ports.

Families Rendered Homeless. 


FORT DODOK, la., Sept 88.—Seventy- 


five persons are believed to have loat 
their lives in the cyclone which 
wrought death and destruction over- 
»uch a wide extended territory Friday 
night; the injured are numbered by 
hundreds, and the property loss will 
reach well up into the thousands. The 
devastated country lies i» the south- 
ern part of Mhtaesota and the north- 
ern part of Iowa, and extends from the 
western to the eastern boundaries of 
these states. 


The storm started a few miles west 


•of Emmettsbnrg, in Palo Alto county, 
la. 
In Iowa it went through the 


counties of Koesnth, Hancock, Winne- 
bago, Cerro Oordo, Worth, Floyd, 
Mitchell, €hiekasaw and Howard. 


Leaving Iowa it went through the 


•counties of 
Moyer, Fillmore and 


Winona. In all of these counties seri- 
ous damage is reported. Houses were 
taken bodily from their foundations 
and trees -were lifted by their roots. 
Many miraculous escapes are reported 
where houses were carried from on* 
•place to another •Without Injuring" the 
•oopupants. 
8i?ch escapes, however, 


were -exceptions. 


The town of Upmmettaburg, near 


which the cyclone started, was very 
fortunate in escaping, as the terrible 
hurricane-<gra»«d the outer edge of the 
town. Several persons were killed jnst 
•outside the" town and several others 
•were-aeverely injured. 


The towns through which the cy- 


«lone -passed after leaving Emmatts- 
"bnrg, so far M rejrated, are Ellington, 
Bnrgea, Hayfield, Newton, Tompkina, 
Buffalo, 
Rutihvea, 
Osage, Algona, 


Cvesco, Hurt, ftum Creek and Lowther, 
all in Iowa; smdWaseea, Leroy, Spring 
Valley and Homer, in Minnesota. 


White the damage through these 


small places is very great, it is light 
in comparison with that done through- 
out the country districts. It is, of 
course, impossible at this time to say 
what the property loss will be, but it 
is very great. The loss of life is esti- 
mated to be in the neighborhood of 
seventy-five persons. 


The cases of death are widely scat- 


tered, being reported in ones and twos 
throughout the county, but the largest 
concentrated destruction 
seems to 


hare been at Algona, where fifteen 
were killed and twice that number In- 
jured. In the county south (Kossuth} 
thirty in all were killed and fifteen in- 
jured. 


At Osage nine were killed and fifteen 


injured. Several of the injured ones 
in Osage will probably die. 


At Spring Valley, in Minnesota, five 


were killed and many injured. If the 
storm had reached there a half hour 
sooner a large number would have 
been killed, as the theater building 
was destroyed just after a large au- 
dience bad dispersed. 


The scenes in many sections are 


heartrending. Parents are grieving 
for children who were killed, and chil* 
dren are moaning the losses of parents. 
Many familes are without a roof to 
shelter them, who have always before 
had happy homes and necessary com- 
forts 
Some of them are able to re- 


build and to stand the lo«s, but the 
majority are not. Some of them, even 
so late as two weeks ago, sent their 
savings to help out the fire sufferers in 
Wisconsin, and to-day they are in want 
themselves.

LONDON, Sept. 24.—The United States 


cruiser Chicago sailed yesterday after- 
noon for Havre where she will be 
docked. She will return to Graveaend 
in ten days to take coal. Shortly be- 
fore the Chicago sailed a representa- 
tive of the United Press went on board, 
of her and obtained an interview with 
Capt. Mahan, her commander, on the 
recent naval battle- between the Jap- 
anese and Chinese fleets. Capt. Mahan 
said- 


"The great thing with a fleet of war 


vessels with a lot of transports in 
charge is to prevent surprises or em- 
barrassment. In this case there was a 
surprise, and this fact, to my mind, 
supplies a prominent lesson. It is nec- 
essary in attempting to convoy tran- 
sports that the convoying fleet should 
be decisively superior to that of the 
enemy, but the Chinese fleet was 
much embarrassed by the presence 
of their transports. I am inclined 
to think that the Chinese admiral 
formed in fleet so clpse in shore be- 
cause he was obliged to do so. If he 
had gone out to meet the Japanese 
fleet, which was the proper course, he 
would nave uncovered the mouth of 
the river into which the transports 
had gone. Consequently he drew up 
close in shore, by which movement he 
was tactically embarrassed in maneu- 
vering. If his fleet had been much 
larger than the Japanese he might 
have advanced, at the same time leaving 
a sufficient numtser of vessels to head 
off a rush which the Japanese might 
have made. 


"The whole affair illustrates the 


difficulty 
attending an attacking 


movement across the water unless you 
have control of tbe water absolutely. 
Whether the Chinese succeeded in 
their object it does not appear, but the 
question is whether it was worth such 
a risk for the sake of landing troops. 
It certainly was bad management to 
fight so close in shore, for two of the 
Chinese Vessels had not the room to 
turn and so went ashore. That is one 
reason why1 the Japanese did not try 
to pass through the Chinese line, for 
they would have got into shallow 
water and "become entangled 


"It was a big engagement for modern 


vessels,! but I see nothing yet to lead 
me to suppose- that tMo engagement 
will point to the reconstruction or re- 
modeling of war vessels. The details 
so far are very meager. I don't know 
anything about the manner of attack, 
but doubtless before long the Japanese 
will give full information. I don't 
even know what wtes the formation of 
the •Chinese fleet in resisting the at- 
tack. All that is clear is that 
the

were on 
the 
of- 


fensive 
and* the Chinese on the 


defensive. I only wish I had more 
time to write what I have to say, 
What interests me most, is to know 
the njanner in wliiob the battle was 
fought 
Upon this poiftt we have got 


nothing. But the great lesson is in the 
risk of attempting to carry a great 
force across water. As a general rule 
such an attempt is unsafe. Never- 
theless,

that the object of his attempt is suffi 
cient to justify the risk. It remains to 
be seen whether the object the Chi 
nese accomplished was sufficiently im- 
portant to justify the risk she took 
To a naval man the most interesting 
thing will be to know in what order 
the Japanese fleet approached the Chi- 
nese, whether it was concentrated 
upon part of the Chinese line or spread 
out over the whole line. I have no 
time to say more, as I have too much 
ship work to carefully study the mat- 
ter."
